— Thoro has been 
for many year', near the line of our Northern 
frontier, a rteady and persistent assault upon the 
R'ciprocity Treaty, under which cortain articles 
of produce and raanuf tc urea are exchanged, fr ae 
of dutv, with tha British Provinces. A small 
part of thisoppo.-i ion triy have arisen from an 
honest conviction that such freo trade ii incon- 
sistent with tha hist interests of the United 
Statos; but tho greater portion has ovidontly 
proceeded fr m more personal and selfish consid- 
erations, growing out of a spirited rivalry on the 
part of certaia millers, ard the frienda of ono or 
more lines of transportation, with certain con- 
flicting interests on tha other sida of the herd r. 
During tbi exciting discussion, there has been 
mich misrepresentation of the effect of the troaly 
upon tha commercial iotercourso of the two coun- 
tries, with occasional glowing representations if 
the great benefits which wouli enure to the 
United States were the contract abolished. When 
Can da, with an exch' quer exhausted by prodi- 
gal expenditures for van .us unproductive inter- 
nal improvemonta and other oxtrayagaat out- 
lays, set about the work of replenishing har 
ireasury, and commenced by levying a heavy 
duty upon certain article! which had entered 
largely into fur Tads with b»r, an I at the samo 
time arranged the details of her revenue system 
s > ai to discriminate against the foreign importa- 
tion carried on through Ihe States, the agitators 
hid it all their own way for awhil-, and the feed- 
ing against the Treaty became widely prevalent. 
We to k occasion, at several lirnos, to interpose 
the fac'a against this tide of inL«repies*nt»tio3 
and abuse, and to defond tie Trta'y from the fu- 
rious assults thu3 made upon i', and whan it was 
a-serled that tho provi-ions of this contract had 
been vio r a ed by the Canadian Parliainont in the 
legislation referred to, we proved distinctly lhat 
the assertion wbp erroneous, and vindicated the 
r g itof t e Cansd an' to make a 'a iff after their 
own pleasure, a- long aa they left untouched Ihe 
ar.iofei cspeclilly ex rnipted from duty by tbe 
t'-nne of the agreement. At the samo lime, we 
q lestionert t' e policy o' the system adopted by 
our Northern niigoo irs, and intimated to them 
thit their true interest hy ra'hir in cultiva'.i g 
friendly rela'iom with us," and in arranging the r 
tariff todiscrimin ts fir, rather 111 n again t, ths 
trade with the St. tai. 

The excitement caused hy the recent occasion 
for spscial diplomatic intercourse wilh Great 
Britain baa renewed tbe agitation of this old 
question, and there is danger tbat at tbii time it 
will be discussed with ni ire bitterness than ever 
before. We deprecste the renewal o.' this clunor 
agaiost the Treaty for several reasons. In tbe 
first place, it can do no goul. If we aro going to 
war, the interchange if commodiii -6 free or other- 
wise will bs suspended without any breach of faith; 
and if we sre not going to war, there Ii no way lo 
susper.d this contract (unless bv mutual agree- 
ment) until noar Ihe close of 1865, near four fall 
years fro m the present date. Our contompora i is 
who spsak of giving present notice lo terminate 
the treaty when tbo limit expires, cannot have 
examined its provisions. Tho contract provides 
that " l o treaty shall remain in foice for ten 
years from the 'late at which it may cimo into rp- 
eratior, and farther, until the expiration of twelve 
montha after either of the high contracting pow- 
ers shall give notice to the other of its wish to 
terminate tbe same; each of the pir.'ios being 
at liberty to give such notice to the other at 
the end of tho said term of ton year 1 , or 
at any tima ajttricurds." It ii clear fro.n this, 
that ihe treaty cannot be termi ii'ed by el hsr 
party until 11 yean from tbe ilate at which it 
came in o "i parati n." The articles were vigned 
June jth, 18j1, ratin.d by the U. S , Aug 9 b, 
1851 exchin^ed Sep', li b, and procla'med By the- 
President Sapt. lltb, 185i It makes little differ- 
ence which d its is taken, Ihe contract run«, ad 
ding the twelve months' notioo after tho ten 
vears, nearly four years from the present limo. 
We pre'tme that tioone, whose opinion ia entitled 
to mjch weight, would advocato the violation of 
Treaty stipulation*, even if It cau'd be shown that 
tbe burg. in is cot in our favor. We hire not 
hero touched upon tbe 'tc". tbat the treaty, be- 
S des c>m eating to tbi f e exchange cf certain ar- 
ticles, has very important pn visions in refererco 
to tl e liahe ic on the Back', &c , bac^uia an 
estimate of the value of the compact ia beyond 
the province of our present discuasion. 
Bat in the next place, we objact to tbe clamor 
;ains*. IheTnaly, not only because it can tro 
no good, but because It it inopportune and blgh- 
ly impolitic. It is inopportune, because the ob- 
ject of e'voiytius friend of hii country at this 
crisis should be to allay intern ilicnal jaalousies, 
and avoid every thing calculated to arouse for- 
eign bos' ility. or t" provoke foro gn intervention 
agains! ui. There has bsen sltogetter too much 
of irritating di caasioo, both in the j.rois and cn 
the lips of poblic Epeaktrs. It ia im: ossible to 
Oofs tin US these attacks on a mutual agreement 
which i ii o . t. bo tbns terminated, without kind* j 
ling a feeling of arimoiity not easily q'lieted. 
But e och a disagreeable contest with oar provin- 
cial neighbors is highly impoli'ic. There are the 
weightiest reasons in every aspect of the case 
why wo should seek to draw slill closer tho ties of 
friendship and uninterrupted commercial inter- 
course. - 

If we have trouble abroad, wo shall be batter off . 
withafnenl on our border; and if we canrot 
h ive a fjll alliance, we cau at least have some 
sympathy and not a little good will if we will 
only be at tbo pains to calti^ate it. But even if 
we have no fore gn corrplications. we cinnot 
affoid, lightly, to cast off the trade and commerce 
of so large, i dustrious. ard thriving a p pulation 
as tbat which swarms above our Nor:hern frontier. 
Whoi her the Southern trade is alienated or not, 
w» «h»ll be none tho worse for friendly relations 
with the C madas. The interests of bo h eonntries 
are biui d up in such ril.it ions, and all that ie 
wanting in legi lation to foster and protect them 
will not ba withheld when time shall have re- 
voalid the truth, and corquered opposing sec 
io.ial prejudice. It is c irtainly unwise in view of 
a I those eo-si lora :'o s n,stiruo any mure strife 
concerning this unprofitable sulj ct

itislitutiona, was oxamplitied in a remarkable 
manner in 'ho accnmulition of ( ftic as of eineilu- 
ment and dignity in the porson of Prince Alber', 
lately 'he husband of Qusen Victoria. With u? 
it is considered that no person ought to hold more 
than one puMi: i fli :e, or receive mors than nro 
salary — in fscf, tbat there is injus'ice in a plu- 
rality of rfficc — inasmuch as the pluralist, with his 
energies divided, cannot acquit hinuelfprope'ly 
in a double rapacity, ard al'O deprives someothe-r 
porson of a situation. In England, though with 
some grumbling from the missef — the aristocracy 
thinking that sc ireely too much could be done 
foe royalty — Princi Albert was literally loaded 
with i ffice nr.d emolument. 

On his marriage a life pension of .5150,000 ner 
annum was settled upon him by Par iimeDt. But 
of tl i<, living at froe quirters with his wife, the 
Prince never spent more than one sixth in any 
one year, and the accumulation of savings duiiog 
nearly twonty-lhreo years must have amnnoted, 
at ordinary Interest, lo the sum rf .? 5 000,000. 
One would naturally say, Prince Albert would, 
doubtless, provide for his younger rhildren out of 
this ioomenso sum. Not to. When any of the 
royal offspring marry, Parliament votes a prrat 
sum in hind as a weddinrr portion, and endows 
tbe bride or brdagrnom with a great life pen- 
sion. '1 be Princeai Royal, on her marriage with 
the Prince of Prussia, received a dowry of $ 150,- 
000 in cash, and was p.it on the pension list f< r 
•ilO.OOO a year for life. As the Royal chil- 
dren reach maturitr, they are disposed of in tho 
following manner: The Princes?es are married off. 
with dowries and pen-ions, and the Prinr«>, thus 
made very dear to the over-taxed British peopls, 
are es'ahlished in life, eaci with a life- pen-ion of 
from $100,0110 lo $125,000, over and above what 
they may lake, as holding effices under tbe Crown. 
Thu% Prince Alfred, who is now a Midshipman, 
will probably bo Lord High Admiral, with a large 
salary, by tho time he is of age. and his brother. 
Prince Arthur, tbe god child of "ihe Iron Duke," 
U as likely to be Commind6r-in-Cbief of the ar- 
m}', whon ho is about twonty-one years old, the 
pay boing only $16 a day, and £1'0 a day if lie 
also be Field Marsh il. Of course that, he will 
b*, for bis father, the lato P/ince Albert, was 
made Field Marshal in February, 1810, at the 
mature age of twenty years and five months. 

The transformations in a pantomime can ecarco- 
lv exceed this. The young gentleman might as 
well h»vo bean made A p chhishop of Canterbury, 
or Admiral at Nore, or I/i'd High Chancellor, or 
President of the Rnyil Academy, or Prime Min- 
is'or. If the Royal letters patent conld a' once 
change a raw you'll of twenty into a military 
commander of the highest rink, tbey could, by 
the same magical process, have bestowed upon 
him an intuitive capacity for tilline tho most re- 
sponsible offices in Church and S'atr, on the 
bsnch or in the navy, in medicine or the tine arts. 

The late Duke of Wellington was II years old 
before he received the biton of Fidd Marshal, 
sent to him bv tha Prince Regent in return for 
having sent him the baton rf a Marshal ef France, 
captured at tbe battle of Vittoria; fit reward for 
30 years of service. In November, 18411, three 
other Field Marshals were made: hit G*orge Nu- 
gent, after 71 rears of service; Gen. Grosvennr, 
after 72; the Marquis rf Anglesey after 70. There 
were others, also holding tbis rank; Iwo (the 
King of Hanover ar.d the lite Duke of Cam- 
bridge), because they wero Princes of tbe blood. 
The King of Holline 1 . cut of compliment. Leo- 
peld, of Belgium, because he had married the 
daughter of George the Fcnrtb. Wellington — 
who hid fought for it. Two days before bis mar- 
riage Princs Albert received the baton, leaping 
over the heads of all the (fticersin the British 
army, without having ever ''smelt powder," ex- 
cept at a review. W hi' did ho gain bv it? Pay, 
lo ihe amount of nearly $90 a day. atd Ihe privi- 
lege of wearing a caked hat with immense 
plumosn? red and white, lealhern raanflets on 
bis hand-, and a tall pair of jick-tnots upm his 
lower limtes.

progs with especial vceiRht on the iiec-ple, but 
tha atreng'h of the people's patriotism is equal 
to the heaviest necessary burdens that can bo 
imposed Every rational patriot knows and 
bats that the blessings ot a free government 
r.re priceless. 

The time is at hand, says an intelligent 
e.>u - empor»ry, when the people who value the 
U. ion will be called upon to "show their faith 
by their works'' in preparing means to carry 
on the war. With the ordinary sources of 
revenue abridged by the national troubles — with 
ii jtlnug, cjmnarcd to former periods, coming 
in from imports, sales of public lands, &c, the 
d factt has to be mado up by old-fashioned, 
downright taxation; and if our people are of 
tho right stamina, so far as patriotism is con- 
cerned, they will not only contribute with will- 
inRness, but with eagerneis, the means needed 
to crush that rebellion which U the direct 
ccurcoof all their troubles. And let all re- 
member that it is out of their abundance — the 
fruits ot years of pcaco and plenty, springing 
from good government — they are now called 
to contribute. In the very nature of the case 
the burden will fall upon those best able to 
he:ir ii, upon those most indebted to tho ad- 
vniiiagcs ifforded by the t'oion and its bless- 
ings in the past. Tho man who has nothing, 
in tho way of property, will not be called upon 
to contribute at all; and of this class let the 
wealthy or the penurious remember that vast 
numbers of them contribute their blood, possi- 
bly their lives, and bo nshamed if they then 
complain at being callod upon to give of their 
substance merely. 

Again, if thero is anything in this world 
worth payini? wall for, it is a good govern- 
ment^ — the institutions under which the coun- 
try has prospered iu the past — the heritage wo 
hopo to leave to our children. Better give 
away to the government that defends so noble 
a her .tage the last dollar that might be reserved 
to your children, so that they are left free, 
with the same chances afforded in the future b» 
in tho past to run a noble career, than to leave 
them the wealth of a Croesus with the trap- 
ping" of slaves. Better remand them to the 
;e.»ri !;y encountered in the olden time by the 
■Sitters of Jamestown and Plymju'.h than to 
leave them a land torn asunder by anarchy or 
perteUng under tho blight and mildew of an 
irresponsible military despotism, such as seces- 
sion would consign us to if its follies and 
crimes could be nwelo to b n ar their legitimate 
fmits. 

We hope, then, to see Congress come up 
Koldly aud patriotically to tho work which dc- 
roivn upon it. Let it unhesitatingly take 
measures to sustain in full vigor the finances 
el ibo nation, and, by so doing, furnish the 
nuans to end, h/ tbo shortest process, tho 
troubles which besot u«. iVcn who take their 
lira iu their hands, and who bear the hard- 
ships of a winter campaign, may well expect 
tho amplest support from those who remain 
surrounded by the comforts of homo. 

And let tho grumbler — if any thore be — 
remember that even at the worst, we know lit- 
tle of that taxation which ha* as an insepara- 
ble part of tlie systems in vogue in the old 
woild crushed people in all past lime there in 
the dart, Let them be glad, moreover, thai the 
comparatively small contribution needed comes 
not, as it might bavo come, in tho way of a 
' military contribution" or attscte merit upon 
n conquered city; not like the millions 
• a'icd for from Bingle cities like thos j of Italy 
1 'vied by tho elder Napoleon as the co.t of 
subjugating them. We havo had occasion re- 
costly to show what Ilichm >nd u enduring to- 
day, as the con^equenco of bad government; 
and bet for that protection afforded us by the 
Government now depending upon us for aid, 
the use of R'chxond might easily have been 
tbut of Louisville, whilst not a county in Kan- 
tu'i<y might have escaped the fate of plundred 
nut. ruined Fairfax or Loudon. 

Lit our people then prepare all the material 
aid asked for cheerfully. Let thorn be thuok- 
ful — a-i we have said — for the opportunity af- 
forded tlitm to do their duty. It is far easier 
tj contribute money than sons for the war; 
nt> 1 when yuur poor neighbor send6 forth cheer- 
fully the "child of his old age" as an offering 
upon tho altar of his country, let it not be 
siid that any were reluctant to do what they 
could pecuniarily for the noblest cause ever 
straggled for to the history of the woild. 



»jy The barbarous and despotic systom of 
>■ ■■■ asmeat to which tho Confederates have 
resorted to fill tto rebel army is beginning to 
biio.v its fruits. We bavo already stated that 
two Soldiers of the "Tigers" had been shot, 
n:ar Centreville, for interfering to prevent the 
arrest of a companion. Tho "Tigers" are 
m >stly Irishmen, who were-compclled to enlist 
at New Oilcans, and havo no sympathy with 
the unholy cause of secession. If, however, 
they venture to express or show the least re- 
luctance, their conduct is regarded as mutinous, 
and they receive the most severe punishment. 
A letter from Centreville, published in the 
Nashville Courier, gives a sequel to the exe- 
cution of the two Tigers, which is, that the 
next morning the bodies of two officers of the 
7 th Louisiana regiment were found with their 
turoats cut; they were the officer of tho day 
and the officer of the guard at the time of the 
alleged mu'.iaous conduct of the impressed 
I -i itimja. aud were instrumental in bringing 
t'i-m to punishment. The correspondent, 
omnenting upon this terrible affair, says "it 
would be well could tho whole company be 
etl'iccl for this new and most horrible vil- 
lainy." But lias it ever occurred to the wri- 
ter that tbo people of the Sou'h, who have 
bjea so remorselessly and treacherously sub- 
juga.ed by this confederate despotism, will in 
tiurjj instinctively arise and fly at the throats 
of tiicir oppressors? There must always be 
a deadly cooflict between the dupcrs and the 
du.sed, and when we reflect, that, with hardly 
mire than a singlo exception, the seceding 
Siatc3 were loyally attached to the Union until 
by rati igue, fraud, or violence, they were pre- 
cipitated into revolution and dragged to the 
polluting embraces of the Confederacy, it is 
not difficult to foretell who will be the 
victims of that conflict. Loyalty, patriotism, 
liberty, and truth, have been "crushed to 
earth" under tho weight of wickedness, error, 
and MMrim, and they only await their o*n 
time to "rise again." The Unionists in the 
Confederacy have been treated with unnatural 
cruelty in being compelled to tight for a cause 
they dospiae, aud against a flag and a people 
whom they love.

•J^-The Frankfort Yeoman of the Uth inst". 
ha* at last manifested signs of life, for it has 
received veritable news from Nowscastle, 
Henry county, as late as "just before Christ- 
mas,'' its express having been about three 
we-ks in making some twenty miles, an aver- 
age of more than one mile every twenty-four 
hours. This is about tho same rate that was 
accomplished by the man in tho nursery tale, 
who cstap'-d up the chimney from robbers and 

riii fourteen mile* iu fifteen dsra. 
And never looked behind hlni; 

but the Yeoman's express has the foot as well 
as the bottom of its prototype, which was over 
a dav in running his mile, and besides ibis it 
endured twenty- one days instead of kit lifteon. 
The great ncwu brought by this fleet messenger 
announces facts which the Yeoman deems 
proper should be placed before the people 
of Kentucky," as "due to the peace and secu- 
rity of the Commonwealth, in order that other 
communities may be put upon their guard and 
prepared to suppress in their incipiency all 
such dangerous inovemenU on the part of the 
slave population." The Yeoman's annonncc- 
ment is, that, "just before Cliri •tmas," some 
forty or sixty slaves, who had been engaged in 
killing "Hog," after work was over, paraded 
the si recta of Newcastle in a body, between ten 
and twelve at night, "uttei ing all sorts of disor- 
derly sounds, singing political songs, and shout- 
ing for Lincoln," taking special pains to make 
their demonstrations in front of the residences of 
one or two prominent Southern Bights citizens, 
aud finally dispersing "without interruption 
from cither officers or citizens." The Yeoman 
also learns from the same source that about the 
samo time, or shortly after, a party of slaves 
made off from Henry county, taking wagons, 
horses, and provisions, end escaped into In- 
diana. They were immediately pursued and 
overtaken, but tho owners were notified "by 
the population" that they could not an-est 
their slaves but were themselves notified 
to leave tho citato without delay. We 
are not told how tho runaways reached 
the river, whether through O'dham, 
Trimble, or Carroll counties, for thoy all are 
between HeDry and ihe Ohio. This is most 
material, for "the population" in Indiana op- 
posite Oldham is Charlestown in Clark coun 
It. ppjHisite Trimble it is Madison in Jeffer- 
son county, and opposite Corroll it is Vevay in 
Switzerland county. The milc-»-d»y express 
should not have omitted this, but as our mail- 
bo its havo stesmod past tho'e points noarly 
fifty limes 6inco tho alleged occurrence, and 
as tbe river has boen alive with transports, to 
say nothing of tho rcgulnr packets, it is passing 
strange that nothing his been heard of it until 
the news came out in the Yeoman. But this 
is not the worst. Our Frankfort conto-n- 
porary is also informed that "numerous 
houses and barns in Henry county havo re 
cently been fired and burned to the ground by 
the negroes, and that a general feeling of inse- 
curity prevails throughout the entire commu- 
nity." By every mail 6inco "just before 
Christmas" we bavo received letters from 
Henry; during tho interval we have heard 
from Newcastle, E-ninence, Pleasoreville, and 
other places in tho county almost daily, and 
have seen gentlemen residing there, and yet 
not a word of this character of news has 
reached us. 

The inference then Is inevitable that the 
Yeoman is trying to create a panic in the inter 
est of the Confederacy. If a gang of jolly 
negroes, after pork' packing, were permitted to 
indulge themselves, within such bounds that 
neither officers nor citizens interrupted them; 
and if during tbe Christmas holidays another 
set sang 

Let's jump lute the wa-on 

And all take a ride, 
we really cannot see why the Yeoman should 
consume twenty-one days in bringing the in 
formation thirty miles to "preserve the peace 
and security of ihe Commonwealth." If there 
had been rioting, slavo escapes, arson, or 
barn burning in Henry county, we should cer- 
tainly hevo heard of it, and we therefore can- 
not hold the Yeoman guiltless of an attempt 
to disturb that "peace aud security" of which 
it arrogantly announces to be the conservator,

York correspondent of the Louisville Journal. 
Among the middle-aged and elderly portion of its 
readers are probably some who may recollect a 
few letter?, bearing tbe signature attached to 
this, »hich were signally successful in stirring 
up indignation and wrath both in Kentucky and 
New Tork. Tbe intervening vnlgar fraction of 
a century has wrought no change of the opinions 
then and therein expressed (Mssl men and things 
and events,- but has rat' ir confirmed and iusti- 
lied them. Much of what then to many seemed 
bclilv speculative cmjecture or rash prediction, 
has become an unchangeable part ef American 
hiitory as demonstrated and recorded fact. Mo 
one — the living not sejner than the dead— will 
now dtinind a retraction cr modification of any 
material statement ever made over the annexed 
signature, although in some instances a long>r 
periol than was generally anticipated passed be- 
fore the reili/itlon of the prophecy. Future 
eveuts are often foreseen and announced »i b 
great exaetitud. ; but tbe time of their accrra 
p'.isbment is always left in indeterminable uncer- 
tainty, even by the "boly men of old" who spake 
under the immedia'e ii fl lecce of divine inspira- 
tion and direct revelation. "What I have writ- 
ten is whities'— not blotted, nt>t to be trased, 
Vox dicta peril: liter a tcripta mane', aye, re- 
mains even though hast ly loft on tha seen ingly 
perishable scroll of a priattd daily journal. Ev- 
en so let my written letter remain as onduringly 
as on tablet more brr zen than Confederate trea- 
son snd British treachery — remain to vindicate 
or condemn me, as events may prove. 

1 resume my old engagements with the Lou- 
isville Journal, therefore, as unchanged in any 
e.sential quality of a correspondent, as though 
the interval had bsen but tbe sixth part cf a 
week instead of bti 'g exactly the same fraction 
of a century.

Of such matters, 
whatever portion may seem l.kely to interest the 
widely separated and d, versified "reading puMic 
of Ihe Journal will fall into place on these pages 
from day to day — noticing of coarse only what is 
left after the regular telegraphic siftings of the 
facts, a large part ef which natda correction or 
verification before at quiring a dotorainable value, 

The principal political events of this week 
since the commencement of the year, in Now 
York, are the induction of George 0,-dyke into 
'he Mayoralty of tbis city on what is believed to 
be the final retirement of Fernando Wood from 
public office, and the commencement of tho terms 
of the new State cflicsrs at Albany — the Com p 
troller, Trea'uror, Secretary, Attorney General 
Slate Engineer, Trioon Inspector, and C'nnal 
Comaalsaioce- — all but the last officer braving 
been tbe candidates cf tbe Union and Adminutra 
tion War party at the November election — the 
single exo ption being caused by u split between 
the Republican partisan organisation and tbe 
convention of those cf other political name, 
equally energeti' in the support i f the Adminis 
tration and tbe war. 

Every executive end administrative depart 
ment cf the Cl'y and Siate Governments is now 
• n tbe pr ssesswn of the Rspnblican or Adminis- 
tration party. The only conspicuous office in th 
whole Metropolitan District (including fcur 
counties besides this city) is that of Mayor of 
Br . klyn. a place of little importance and less 
power — hardly more than honorary in tbe presen 
candition of Sta'e legislatbn on tbase municipali 
ties — the whoh of ihe police, prison?, public hos- 
pital?, asylum?, alms-bou.i", and other chari'ies, 
a3 will as tbe superintendence of (migration 
regulation of the Central Park, harbor direction 
&{-, being in Boards of Commissioners created 
and appointed by the State Government at AJba 
ny. Tbe Aldermen and Councilmen, though 
with an opp -sition majority, are perfectly uoder 
the control of the Republican Legi lature. 

Great changes have been wronght here within 
a few year*; and perhaps greater are row in pro- 
gress. F'or the first time during the thirty-six 
years of my personal acquaintance with this city, 
—it is now at last without one newspaper whos 
Editor dare expreis any opinion contrary to the 
old Henry Clay-Whig doctrines and principles of 
1832, 1836, 1840, 1814, 1848, and 1852. Such 
sudden, simultaneous, universal and unanimous 
conversion, I never btfore witnessed. Tbe fat 
is as gratifying to us as it would bave been unex 
pected by us eld- fashioned people ten years ago. 
—say, on the 29th of June, HfflL — tbe day of 
Henry Clay'* death. After thi*, we con afford 
to "bide our time." 

We can wait tbe devebpments of 1862. Oliver 
Cromwell once gave to a certain numerous ilass 
of people about bim the denomination or appella- 
tion of "waiters upon Providence." Lat us join 
that class. Lot uj all become "waiters" — for the 
occasion. 

'Ihe news of the day cannot be considered 
worthy of the time and space required for the 
wiring of it. It is nearly five P. M. as I finish 
this sheet. If anything should occur before the 
night mail closes worthy of comment by way of 
8uppleme>t to your telegraphic despatches, I will 
add a page or two. 

But here Is an id .-a, which strikes me as not 
only original but practical, which came to me 
yesterday in this house t hrough a friend whom 
you often meet hore. If you think it worth 
while, take up the thought and ventilate it 
through your columns. 

Inasmuch as the burden of direct taxat'on is 
doomed to press heavily on the great agricultu- 
ral interest, involving a vast mnjority of the loyal 
population of the remaining United States, why 
not enlarge the consumption of their varb d pro- 
ducts by improving and varjing the rations of 
the soldiers in the service of the coun'n? The 
Government's stated daily allowance of aliment 
to each man is now limited to so much meal, so 
much bread, or its equivalent in potatoes'. By 
the very simple expedient cf adding to I be ration 
a fair proportion cf cheese, butter, and other little 
comforts to which they bave been accustomed at 
home from their ch ldhood, their healtb, vigor, 
and cheerfulness would be increased on the one 
hand, and on the other the greatly enlarged con- 
sumption of such articles would proportionally 
augment the taxable resources of many tbou 
sands who do not produco breadstuffa and salted 
meats in quantities much exceeding their own 
domestic needs'. 

Were it not for the fact that the British Gov- 
ernment is not the only one which has a circumlo 
cution office and a red-tapery bureau attached to 
it (as described by Dickens ia "Little Dorrit'), 
we might hope tbst an crcasional practical sug- 
gestion of this nature might meat the eve and 
prompt the action of iboe- - bo direct the coarse 
cf events at Washington. Nobodv seems to be 
originative there l'reeedenl, usage, and routine 
control all. It is for men of common sense among 
the people everywhere to tranafuse their active 
ingenuity, if pcasible, into the minds of their 
(so called) representatives in the Federal Govern- 
ment; and Ihe leading newspaper prt» is :be 



natural and most effective chancel and vehicle if 
such communication or irlluecce.

others. The second launch was in command of 
Lieut. J. G. Mitchell aud Master i Mate Adams. 
When the biats shoved elf at midnigb*. every 
man felt that it was the last time we should meet, 
and nearly every one hed written, as he I bought, 
his last let'er home, and left it with his messmate 
in case he should not return alive. After gr< p- 
ine amonir the shoals in tbe .!> k for two hours, 
with muffled oars and orders given in a whisper, 
-.hey had succeeded in passing the "R yal Yacht ' 
and the three forts, but in attempting to get 
around the "Rusk,' anchored under a fort, unno 
ticed, the boats gruutdod, and in trying to 
get off tbey were d; covered by tbe tars 
making a noise. They ware now sxpised 
to tin tire of the "Bask" and all the 
fort*; and as Lien', Jouait knew it would 
be f.'Iv lo attempt tci tako tha "Kusk," pave by 
surpriso, be gave the order to pull hard for the 
schooner. The schooner Royal Yacht was acting 
aa a guard sch -oner at the entrance of the bar 
bor, and about six miles from thia ship. She was 
srmed with one gun, a thirty-two pounder plen- 
ty of small arms, and a crew of about twenty- 
five men. Osr boata pulled down on her fas', 
and, when within abaut hfiy yards, were tircu 
into from the schooner. One of our boats landid 
on each side of hir, and a very warm tight toe k 
place before Ihe crew of the sebnnn-r c mid be 
■lrivon below. Mr Carter, of Philadelphia, the 
■MM iii the biat with Liout. J. uett, fired tho 
boat gun just as the boat was coming along-ide, 
and made a ho'e in the sohtnoer at tbo water 
line. The firing of tbe gun, just at that time, 
kicked tbe boat back, and Curtor made a desper 
ate jump and sprang on hoard the schooner and 
took it sinttle handed for an instant, when Lieut. 
Jouett hauled the boat alongside, and sprang on 
the deck, cal i og to the men in tho boat to "up 
ar.d nt them," which they did, but /i«e of his 
best nun we r o shot d >wn as tbev boarded. 

As Lieut. Jouett sprang on deck, and ran f-r 
ward, some one from the cabin hatch thrust a 
boarding pike through tii right arm sud into bis 
sida, pinning Ail arm to Hi tide, and knocking 
bim OsT his leet igainst t:.e side of the vessel. It 
was impossible for him to draw back, to draw it 
out, so hewuefotcod lo sprinic forward and break it 
off, leaving Ihe pike sticking iu biitido, v. Inch 
he did. O.-doring threo men to guard that hatch, 
he r«n forward, where he foif.d ihe bravo Carter 
h lding the forward hatch, with eight men below. 
He bad driven them b.-low, and was standing 
ibere with pistol and .^word drawn. Lieut. Jouett 
on pulling tbo pike from bis sida, fouitd himseli 
growiag very weak from tho loss of so mnrh 
blood, and sat. down fur an instant on Ihe deck; 
but finding his si;h' growing dim, he made 
groat exertion and s-prang to bis feet, determined 
to finish the work. The prisoners were all belo 
and had refused to come up to go in the boats, 
bur, on Lieut. J. sending a sbell fi led with fighty 
balls down the hatchway as a hint of whit, they 
might expec*, they Mini up. A'l the prisonets 
got iulo the boat (one boat having loft before 
with somewound-d men), and the ship was set 
o< lire fore and aft after epking her kuop, and 
taking her arms ar.d 11 ig. Sne was ticking, and 
the pilot was wounded, so they could not bring 
her out, 

I'hey all got into tbe boat — thirteen prinotM 
(three we u"dec"), acd six ot our men wcuaded 

They were n r >w ».j uiilas away from this ship, 
head wind and tile, and men nearly oxtoitntect 
with more prisoners than well uisn. lbs pilo 
wounded, ar.el the night very daik Lieutenant 
J. uett felt I bat it would not be possible fo* him 
to bold out much 1- c^er; his vrice was failing tiro, 
and be dared not let a ptraon know he was wcur.d 
•jl, f>r fear the prisoners would t-.ko the boat, llo 
could feci tUc hot bloo l gushing f om bis side at 
every order be gave. He flip ad his l«ft bard 
ur.dar hi-- j.cke*, ard placed two Angara, with his 
flannel shir', into the wound, to su p the air art! 
blood. Thu i be sat for thies long, weary hru f, 
speaking comfort to bis wounded men and en 
couragemen lo the oarsmen, giving water to all 
who wanted it. They arrived at the ship just after 
daylight, and wo wore all rej .iced to sea I hem 
Tho prismors were put in iron:;, the wounded ta- 
ken care of, among wh m was Lieutenant 3 .*•>:••. 
having bold np fco lone, irave wiy after all was 
done, aud waa carried below, refusing to hav 
anything done lo Ms wound tall the others were 
attend. d to. The following is a lint of the killed 
and wcunded. 

Lieutenant .7 ue'l, in tbo right arm and side 
wi'h a boarding p ke, and right band cutlass 
wound. 

William Carter, gunner, cutlass wound in right 
arm and band. 

fcdward Conway, gunner's male, cutlass wound 
on left wrist and boardirg- pike in left side. 

John I Kmmerrnn, shot iu side, arm, knee 
acd bedy. Died on tbo 10th. 

Ueorgo B -I', .'hot in Ibe breast sod threat. 

Henry Gasoea, ihit in b<*eas', nid wounded 
wi'h boarding p k i. Deal when brought baik to 
the ship. 

Hugh McGrogor, shot through tho left leg. 

Francis B'own, shct through the back and 
across tbe breast. 

Chae. Hawkins, cutlass wonrd on left arm. 

The surce.s of the cxpndili n was moet com- 
plete, acd ton much praise cannot be given to 
those brave officers and men who volunteered lo 
go on so desperate an undertaking as cutting out 
a sbip under fcur forls, and near a large town 
expeacd to tho dre of t- 11 their guns, and some six 
miles away from the shin. 

Tho captain of the H yal Yacht is a notorious 
fallow, « ho v/as at one time in j ill at Ronton, 
ttassichusatt*. on the charge of boardjvg, in 
Boston hor or, tte schooner iN'-euf, taking out the 
cargo, and setting fire lo the vc-?el. He wss 
taken to Cambridge jiil, bnt hv means of fe.lae 
keys he e caped, in August, 1814 It is repor'ed 
that there is a standing roward of $1,000 for Mm, 
in wbicb case I nhould think these brave fellows 
are fully entitled to it, aa he is now safo on board 
Ibis sbip, and will be sent North by tbe first op- 
portunity.

ISKIHC; Or THB STEAMER ARIZONA.— The 

steamer Arizona, Capt. Samuel Shaman, bound 
from St. Louis to Pittsburg, eui k at the head of 
the falls about sunrise yesterday morning. She 
had passed safely up through the canal, and the 
pilot was straightening her up toward the city 
wharf, when a violent gust of wind from the 
Kentucky shore struck her bow, which, together 
with the strong current which sets out there in 
the direction of the falls, swung her violently 
around, causing her to strike some heavy timbers 
which form the abutment at the head of the canal, 
which penetrated her hull just below the guards 
aft of the boilers. She filled almost immediately 
and surk with her stern in about nine feet water, 
her bow resting upon the rocks and timbers at 
the entrance to the canal. It U the opinion of 
many that the boat's keel is broken, and hi r ap- 
pearance would indicate it, but Capt. Shiwaan has 
confidetcs that she can be raisad, and tent at once 
by telegraph to Cincinnati for tha bell-boat 
Champion to coma to bis relief.

It appears that Rink camo to the livery 
stable of Messrs. Brown & Stonesipber 
yesterday morning and offored a piir of fino 
mules for sale, for wh eh Messrs. B & 8. promptly 
paid him the sum of $190, taking his receipt for 
the amount. Soon after the transaction bad 
bsen i meummated Mr. Harry Kirby, who had 
bjen engaged, we b^liove, to purchase mu'o3 for 
the government, camo into the livery stable and 
offjrod Messrs. B. & S. an advaro of $20 
upon the mule'', which was accep'ed. Djrirg 
the afternoon, a Mr. Welsh, who resides 
in the vie nity of Hays's Sprirg visited the 
city in search of a pair of mul:s that had 
been stolen from Mm, and it was discovered that 
tboanimald bought by Messrs. Brown & Stone- 
si pher, and transferred to Mr. Kirby, were the 
Identical mules that had been stc len from Mr.

Mr. St.ir.H'iphir felt cure that Ronk was in the 
house, and in> i-dod that a more thorcogh Bearch 
should be mado. Mem Kirby and Hu't then 
retnrnsd to the hou'e, and vera in the act cf ex- 
amining the kitchen aportmen;, wher, as tbc.y 
opened IM d}cr, Ronk fired upon Mr. Kirby wiih 
a repeater, the bail taking effect in his left eide, 
glancing round and escaping near the spine. Mr. 
Rust sprang ferwsrd to save hio ccmpanior, when 
Ronk turned and fired two abets at bim, one ball 
poootrating the heart and tho othor entoring tho 
loft sidecf the face and pasiing through the brain 
Mr. Host lingered but a element. Messrs. Wd- 
liamiand Stonesiphar he.ird tho tirin;; and ran to 
the kitchen, where thsy fined Mr. Rust qnite 
d>ad upon the Her, Mr. Kirby rcclTling with 
8 >nk. Oluccr Williams d.-ov.- his pistol and fired 
twice upon Ronk, ono bjll enterin;; at tho corner 
of his moulh and the other wounding him in 
lha muscie of one arm. Rji k fell upon the floor 
apparently dead, but it wa? found upon examina 
tion that his woucdiwere not serious. Ronk was 
sut'8!<|'ienlly s.cured and bound. Mr. Sloresi- 
pher hurried into tho city and summoned Dr. 
Pyles, Mr. Reaeor. the attorney for ths city, ef- 
Gilmore, and Depu'y SheiirT Wm. D. 
How, who were f.llowed bj a number of tbo 
city police and other friends of Messrs. Kir 
by and Rmt. Of course great indigna- 
tion was felt and express. d at the outrage 
and it was with difficulty that the rage 
of the bystanders cou'd be repressed. In 
the meantimo Theodore Finley cume home, and 
was arrested upon the chirge of complicity 
in tho lircoay of tho mu'ej. Ronk and Finley 
wero lodged in jiil, and tho body of the lamented 
officer Rust waa conveyed to the residence of his 
sister on Green street, near Brook.

The SAniranr CoMMIssinje —A New 
contemporary calls attention to the recent report 
of this b.dy to the Secretary of War, and ssys it 
is greatly to be hoped that a due discussion, both 
in the Senato and the House, will draw cut the 
important facta sot forth in this elaborate report 
in such a way as to secure to them the general 
attention of the public, and, above all, lead to 
that active legislation required by the exigencies 
of the case. Notwithstanding tho obvious care 
taken to avoid any positive collision with the ex- 
isting bureau, it is plain enough, in this candid 
document, that the health of our troops is under 
no adequate protection from the regular authori- 
ties, and that an imperativo demand exists for a 
thorough overhauling of the medical department 
of our army. It is a new thing in nations to give 
prominence to the medic il department. But 
in England and France a dignity 19 lodged 
in the medical staff which hai not began to 
be imitated in the United State), our Sur- 
geon-General boing a more Colonel in rank, 
while the higher medical inspectors in tho 
British ssrvii ) have the rank and emoluments of 
Major-Generals. Until the highest medical tal- 
ent and the finest administrative facultios are 
placed in charge of the health of our army, it is 
in vain to expect either the claims cf humanity 
or of military efficiency to be satisfied. The San- 
itary Commission is doing, under enormous d f- 
ficuUies, something of what the Government 
could accomplish with five- fold tuccess if it would 
place the best ability in the staff at tbo head of 
tiie medical department; and, cutting loose from 
out-worn precedents, administer this all- im- 
portant departm ant with the largeno&a of views, 
the businos-like efficiency with which it is now 
conducted in Englrnd. If a contest should spring 
up between us and England, the vast superiority 
of ber modical army system over our present fee- 
ble organization would boa most important ele- 
ment in her favor. We tru)t Congress will take 
hold of this matter with zeal and courage — brush 
away all porsonal obstacles, and effect a radical 
and thorough re organization of the medical de- 
partment. 

— A e invention composed 
of delegates from the Second Cor.gres icnal Dis- 
trict of Kentucky, was held at Hopkinsville on 
the Eighth of January fur the nomination of a 
candidate to re presoot the district in the perma- 
nont Congress of the rebel States. The proceed- 
ings are furni)hed by the Nashville-Louisville 
Courier of the 11th inst. Capt, Noblo Mounts 
was called to tho chair and J. W. Jewel wao ap- 
pointed Secretary. The ol j :ct of the meeting was 
explained by Mr. Wooldrage, of Christian coun- 
ty. M»jor R. W. Henry, of Christian county, 
and W. Bradley, of Hof kins county, were put in 
nomination, and the convention being called by 
counties, all being represented except Crittenden.

In the 
clothing bureau of tho War Department are one 
hundred thousand suits of clothing on band. The 
donations of individual States to tbeir own volun- 
teers, have materially lessened tho demand on the 
Confederate Government. The blai kets br. ugbt 
by the Fingal are being tram-formed into hand- 
some and comfortable overcoats. 

The Richmond correspondent of the Charleston 
Mercury writes as follows touching the flag-inven- 
tion mania: 

Quite a number of new-fangled flags are exhib- 
ited in ih) window of the Despatch office. The 
latest piciure, which is gotten up with great care 
and neatness, represents I tri color — three bars of 
equsl width running horizmtally — the lower 
black, the middle purple, the upper white, wiih 
stars in it. The black bar is detigned to notify 
mankind that tbe Confederacy "dprung from 
Black Republic .nism." Hah! How would a buz- 
ird, sitting on a cotton bale, wi;b a chew of to- 
bacco in bis mouth, a littlo nigger in one claw, 
and a palmetto troe in the other, answei? >oth- 
ng could lu more thoroughly and comprehensive- 
ly Southern.

Tbo negroes told one of their num- 
er they intended to have a salute fired on their 
arrival aboard the Federal steamer, and about 
four o'clock on Sunday evening tbe reports of the 
discharge of two cannon were distinctly heard!

— The Admin- 
istration has authorized General Lane to make 
Leavenworth his heai'q'iarters, and there collie: 
together thirty thousand picktd men, in tho 
h"rtest practicable specs of time, ard lo march 
to his field of operations with all the alacrity 
possible. 

Lane has selected Western regiments exclu- 
sively. His expedition will be a Western enter- 
prise and the campaign will be conducted en 
Western principles. Economy, Celerity, ar.d 
bravery are the implements. 

Lane's force will be ehi-flv mounted men. He 
«xp«-cts to start wi.h 16,000 cavalrv, 10,000 in- 
fantry, 1,000 flying a rlilh-ry .1.200 fiasileer-, 1,000 
loysl Ind an.", and about l.niH) contraband-, now 
in Kaosa-, on I be star'; but tho Utter force is 
expicled 10 increase as h» proeetds Sourb He 
can employ 8,000 lo 10,000 able bodird contra- 
bands to great advantage as servants aud lab r 
ers. ne needs thorn to take care of the horses, 
mule r , and cattle; to drive trains, collvct forag', 
cook and serve foo«l, cut and bar die timber for 
bridce*. repair road for s-c.uiing in a country 
In which they aro familiar, and collectiug intelli- 
gence of theenimv; ukiigcare of the sick and 
woutdsd; building forts and helping to garrison 
them; and in a thousand otbor ways performiiii! 
valuable service and lightening tbe toil of the 
soldiers. 

The Government, we understai.d, have as- 
signed the following forces to constitute the atmy 
oj tbo Southwest under Gen. Line 
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Northwestern Mechanic F usileersaod eight bat 
torie' of artillerv. 

Tbe imm nso proportion of dragoons to foot 
soldiers shows that I^ne intends that celeri y 
shall characterlzs bis movements. There will be 
no snail pace crawling along, but be will sweep 
forward like a prr irie lire, enveloping and over- 
whelming all opposing foes. 

Gsneral Lane will not encumber himself wilh 
unnecessary baggage. He will take along no 
more than is absolutely necessarv. He n<ei the 
light wagon ef the plaias rather than Ibe heavy, 
cumbersome regulation article. When his draft 
animals give out ho will replenish bv confiscation 
from the rebels. He does not intend* to depeud on 
Washington for bread or Sscretary Chase for 
money. He proposes to make tbe traitors furnish 
the rations ard hear the oxpenses of the march. 

Lane lias purchased a pa'ent horse- power 6aw 
mill to aid tbe Fusiloers in bridge building. Ha 
has alro bought live hundred ba id corn m lis, bn- 
ing about two to a c mpany, to be run by the 
contrabands. A rrgiment comes to a corn field; 
the contrabands pitch io and husk ra" t!,e corn, 
shell I , dry it on pans, and griod it in '.be mills, 
ard then convert it inlo hoo cake, pone, and oth- 
er forms of the ar'icle. faille u a hogs will be 
produced by tbe foragers and reduced to ration*. 
He intends there sh dl be do famine in bis army 
It will have the best the c r .ntry affords, and 
wherever the secesb can live, there hi* troops can 
also sub.-ist. lie will take fx. me provision* with 
him at t bs start, and then trust to his boys to 
collect what they need. The Government will be 
subjected to no expense oa Lane's account, after 
the outfit is provided His mon will take care of 
themselves from thenceforward, and of the rrbsla 
into the bargain. 

The field of operations assigned to Lane by the 
President ia Kansas, Southwestern Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, end the Indian Territory, as slated by 
telegraph, and as much further south as hechevs- 
es logo.

THE CLOSE3T SHAVE OF MY LIFE. 

BY A LONDON DBTKCTIVK. 

The prison at D is, every way considered, 

under a better organiz>d and surer system of ad- 

mloistration than ary similar institution I have 
known. I have seen many, and lot k*l somewhat 
closely into their methods of management and 
discipline, ar.d hive often ssen much to approve; 

bur. the prison at D surpasses all the rest. 

Visitors, of whom, very properly, but fe-v are ad- 
mitted, ard amazed a' Ibe regularity, tho order, 
and, most singular tf all, tho air of security and 
exceeding qo.et tbat p-evails. 

As we wanders d through the chambers in tbe 
freer part of the prison, we came to one, from the 
window of wbich a man was lot king so anxiously 
tbat he did not hear u< enter. When he turned 
round, bis »yss were gli-tening with tears. The 
warden said he did nothing but stand a' that win.- 
diwatall times when he was uos ccupied. Ho 
was a sailor, we learned, whoso offence was that 
ho had boa en almost to death a comrade for 
speaking s igbtingly of fc'u wife. Hs was in for 
three years, six months of which baa passed, and 
ho was one of the bast men abeu'. the prison. 
Thev had found out that ho was accomplished — 
that" there was po better barber anywhere; so he 
was elevated above bis fellows, to the extent of a 
dignified posi ion and the responsibility of razors. 

''He has shaved me many a time better than I 
could bave done it myself. Would yoa like a 
prii<on shave, gentlemen/ 1 '' said Iba warden. 

I thought there was something quite taking 
in tbe idea, and acknowledge! luyself to be 
touched favorably with the proposition. 

"Johnson, you will shave ibis gentleman," 
said the warden. 

I th ey of my c">at, and settled mvself c im- 
fortably in the big el air. Johnson mads grave 
pr* parations. 

I always bated a rsnor. It was a villainous 
necessity. I wonder If any body thinks it ds- 
li„h ful" tbat hissing of the sharp steel over tho 
cheek, and tbat slow scrape over ibe throat, with 
tbe skia drawn drum-ti-iht. 

Wbeu my face was shiuiog with tbe soap, the 
warden said — 

' We will leave you for five minutes, Mr. — — . 
la that time eneugh, Johnson, " 

"Qjite time enough, sir," answered Johnson. 

The prisoner and I were left alor.e. My com 
pinions wont away in another diroc'ion from tbat 
we had been pursuing, and the warden swung lb* 
door wide opsn B s he passed through, leaviag i: 
undo ed. From my pssition, I saw them walk 
along the top of the wall, un'il they came to a 
corner, where they spoke a little with the ciTicor 
lu charge. Tbea they moved or, officer and all, 
ou' of sight. 

Upoa each comer of the prison wsll a guard is 
elwayi stationed, well atmsd, to watcb that no 
attempts at esc spa ire made. The moment this 
one disappeared, I felt a sort of faint sbiver of 
tbe ri z >r against inv lip. Iroiaiedia'ely af.er my 
barber c>as<d operations, walk'd leisurely to the 
door and looked < u', and reiuminr, ruusid an 
instant at the window whare we had found Mm 
when we hud entered. Then he came back to me 
and resumed his work, I felt vaguely alarmed. 

Presently the prisoner spoke. His voico was 
very low, qui.e a whisper, indeed, atjd h* cut 
bis words abort. But bow distinct they were ! 

"Do you bear mo, sir f " he asked. 

"Ye«," said I. 

"It's a ticklish thing, this sha\ing, l=n't It?" 
said ha. 1 But my hand is always steady. I can 
do what I please with a r«/.)r— just what I 
pleasa. Be good enough to kesp still, very slid, 
just now. 1 m close on to a large vein, you see, 
right in your neck. Keep very still, aod don't 
stir. I know what would happen, acd so do you, 
if vou stirred or spoke a word. ' 

Gocd God! These were hideous words; but the 
glare of the man's eye, -a he came r »und in front 
of me, was appalling. I could not have ullered 
a s> liable if 1 had died otherwise. 

"Now," said he, "llston, but don't move," and 
be pressed tbe fitt. blade against my throat, as if 
by wsy of warning. "I dou'l like this. I can't 
stand it. I'm goingl" And so help me God, if 
you lif" a finger to stop me, cr make one noise, 
both of us will bave to die' I would a lit: • 
rather not hurt you; but — remember I" 

He sp'ang away, and caught up my coat and 
hat, which lay near, etill keeping the razor in 1 is 
band. Tbe moment its frightful contact was re- 
moved, my inertness varished. I leaped up, 
seized tbe chair in which I bad beea sitting, and 
sbonled lustily. He turned upon meliko a tiger. 

"Ah, you will bave it, then!" he cried, aud 
rush d toward me. 

1 thrust him asile with a heavy chair, and lift- 
ing it high in the air, brought it down crushing 
upon him. He sank for a second, biitquukly rose 
again. He was hetvier than I, and twice as 
strong, 1 suppose. Persons who nave tbu6 been 
in posi:i;rsef gr. at dani/ar will not be astonished 
to hear that 1 forgo', after my first cry, to call 
out at ell- I thought only of defending myself. 

Tnis state of things did not last a qu iner of a 
minute. He would have beaten tried -wn soon 
enough, had 1 nor, j n sheer desperation made uso 
of a trick which I had once before seen succ«ss- 
iully employed. I moved my eyes suddenly frun 
bim. aud stured wildly iuto the spacs behind him. 
poiming at tbe same lime and in the same dirtc 
tion wi'h my arm. By a lucky chance I poiuted 
to tbe window. 

1 th rk that movement saved my life. 

lie . : jv ', irresolute, glanced a* tbe window, 
flung bis Hands over his head, gasp'd as if he 
were choking, and, dashing tbe r. z r against the 
stoca wall, fell treovbling op in his knees. As I 
stepped swiftly across tbe flj.r, he called out to 
me; 

"Don't g", aon't gr!" he said Stand thsre 
at tbe door, if you choose, but wsit a minute 
It's all over now; a 1 d, perhap", if you hoar me, 
tou won't wonder tbat 1 was driven mad." 

I barely knew bow to ac'; but as 1 involun- 
tarily checked my stepi be continue*!:

Noth- 
ing but three years solitary now, and who can 
live through that? No no, you'll let this go by, 
won't ycu? Y'c-u may believe mc — you may ia- 
deed." 

, Feet shi filing along the passages announced 
the return of my companions. The prisoner en- 
deavored lo calm bim.self, and I pu* on an air of 
unconcern which I think was very successful un- 
der the circumstances. 

"INot shaved ye'?" said the warden, astonished. 
If he had but known how close a shave I bad beeD 
through! 

"I have brrken my rczir," aaid Johnson, look- 
ing appsalingly at me. "See, sir! I run it bave 
arjo'ber." 

' Very well," said tbe warden. "Will you 
wait?" he askerl me. 

"I tbii.k not," said I. "Another tima will do 
for me " 

So I wiped my face, and we went on our way. 

Of course I wja bound to tell the warden what 
had happened; 1 u" even in that great exci e- 
ment wbiob naturally followed so narrow an es- 
cape. I thit k thai I set forward all that I could 
in the p- or fel ow's favor. Tho warden received 
the story with porfect composure, and assund me 
that he would act in such a manner us he thought 
occasion needed. He endemned his own hsed- 
les a ne-s in epsning so evident an cpportiini y for 
guilt, with much more earnestnees than he sp ke 
of the event itself. 

I could not resist visiting the wife of Johnson. 
1 discovorsd that his story was true, ard learned 
his real name. S e was happy in her igr.oruace 
cf his real condition. 1 sought to g»c«rtairi 
whether she was able to sustain herself uutil he 
should njoln ho'; and then she told me that. Mr. 
— — , tho warden of the prison, b id also o me 
to her, shown interest in ber behalf, for wbich 
she could not well account, srd assured ber of 
bis aid and protection in any need tbat might 
come to her. She was most gratefu 1 , lu'. won- 
dered whv be bi d done so. 

A few months ago the following newspaper par- 
agraph appeared. It was much copied and, I 
suppose, will be readily remembered: 

"It is tbe custom at the prison of D— — to 
permit prisoners, whrse terms are wilhin a f*w 
wesks of expiration, to woik outside the walls 
under the supervision of an officer.

long voyage. He was unwilling that, at the last 
moment*, tho fact >tv uld be revealed to ber; and, 
at bis own request, be continued within the walls 
until his liberation, which took place last. week. 
F.xcep;ing on one occasion, his conduct while ia 
prisou has been without bkmish."
